ALLIES MAY FORCE ARMISTICE 


Poles Toid to Withdraw Forces From 
Red Tertitory—Foch Holds 
Army In Readiness. 


Spa, Belgium —Premier Grabski, of 
Poland, who is attending the Counci! 
of Premiers here, Monday telegraphed 
President Pilsudski at Wareaw to 
open negotiations immediately for an 
armistice with the Bolshevikt, 

Marshal Foch has been instructed 
to mobilize avajtable allfed forces for 
possible intervention between the 
Poles and the Bolsheviki in event the 
Moscow government refuses to accept 
the proposal of the conference here 
for an armistice, it was learned on 
good authority. Should the Red forces 
continue thefr advance into Poland 
the Allies will give every aid to the 
Polish troops behind the armistice line 
fixed by the Peace Treaty. 

The Allies have sent a proposal to 
the Ruassian soviet government for an 
armistice on condition that the Poles 
retire within their nantural Polish 
frontier, It is set forth that the arm- 
istice will be followed by a confer- 
ence of representatives of all the 
countries on the Russian border. 

The Polish delegation here is un- 
derstood to be much dissatisfied with 
the terms of the allied nonte to the 
Soviet government. They feel, how-

New Use for Asbestos. 

A new and important use for a& 
hestos has been found. Its wide adop- 
tion depends on the finding of new 
One of tha 
latest suggestions, which has been car- 
ried out on an appreciable senate .in 
the United States,.js the construction 
and permanent casting molds for the 
production of the ilghter kinds of 
metal castings. In making these 
molds, the ground asbestos is mixed 
with a suitable binder and pressed 
into.a form or flask over a master pat- 
ern, and is then stoved slowly up to a 
temperiture of 800 degrees F. This 
preliminary dryftig removes the butk 
of the molsture, and establishes the 
binder. The pattern fs then removed, 
and g¢he form -heated ‘up again to a 
temperature,several hundred degrees 
In excess ofthe temperature to which 
the. form will be usually exposed. 
‘Aftet ‘this: treatment the formg’ or 
molds. ‘re ready for use, snd, It is 
said, méy be ‘employed indefinitely; 
at,any rate, as many as 1.700 castings 
have been made from one of these] 
permanent -piolds.

Detroit.— Acquisition by the Ford 

Motor. company of 400,000 acres of 
virgin forest and miieral land sur 
rounding Lake. Michigamme, in the 
upper peninsula, where the company 
will maintain a permanent timber 
preserve and erect a gaw mill and 
viosed body plant employing 2,000 to 
2,590 men, has been announced by 
officials of the company. 
, This announcement followed an offi- 
cial admission ,by the company that 
Henry Ford and his sone also had 
completed terms for the purchase of 
the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton rail- 
road. 

The 400,000 acres in northern Mich- 
igan was purchased from the Michi- 
gan Iron & Land company and com- 
prises 165,000 acres of hardwood tim- 
ber and 100,000 acres of second 
growth timber, besides showing pro- 
nounced indications of mineral de- 
posits, 

It was stated that it is the purpose 
of the company to build a closed body 
plant and saw mill of large size, pro- 
bably near Republic, Mich., although 
the site has. not definitely been deter- 
mined, The Republic site is sald to 
have been more generally tavored be- 
cause of its water power facilities, 

The intention is to manufacture in 
the two mills all wood parts for closed 
bodies, which require approximately 
200 feet for each body. The green 
lumber, after moving under the saws, 
will go direct to the body plant, Steel 
parts, however, will be made in De- 
troit, as usual. Wooden parts will be 
shipped direct from the northern 
Michigan mills, it is expected, to the 
assembling points, thus obviating a 
second handling here and effecting a 
saving in freight costs. 

A model poligy of conservation is 
to be applied, according to officials, 
The largest trees will bg cut first, 
the undergrowth cleared and every 
scientific encouragementn given to 
second-growth timber. 

The purchase of the Detroit, To- 
ledo & Ironton railroad, the company 
claims, assures the city an uninter- 
rupted, nou-confiscable coal supply as 
s00D as the road can be put in condi- 
tion. The road is a coal-carrier from 
southern Ohio, West Virginia and 
Kentucky mines and is said to be 
capable of supplying Detroit and 
domestic fuel. 

it unofficially is said that the new 
Ford gas car will .be placed on the 
D., T. & I. tracks for passenger ser-* 
vice. Employes of the road wilf be 
brought under the Ford. plan in the 
matter of wages and hours, bonuses 
and certificate investment privileges. 

Inchided in the purchase are 454 
miles cf main track on the right of 
way, with 155 miles of side tracks; 
85 locomotives, 3,200 freight cars, 27 
passenger cars and four roundhouses 
jn Ohio. The number of employes 
runs from 1,800 to 2,000.

MUST REDUCE ARMY TO 150,000 


Compulsory Military Service Abol- 
ished—Ailled Terma Are Signed 
Under Protest. . 


Spa.—Germany's delegates last Fri- 
day signed, under protest, au agree- 
inent accepting the terms of the al- 
lied nate relative to disarmament 

The allied note, which amounted vir- 
tually to an ultimatum, stipulated 
that, in the event of the Germans 
failing to carry out the demands, al- 
lied forces would occupy parts of Ger- 
many. : 

The Germans protested, in signing 
the engagement, that the Treaty of 
Versailles did not cblige them Co ac- 
guiesce in further territorial occupa- 
tions except for failure to fulfill the 
treaty terms regarding reparations, 

The final decision of the Allies sets 
forth that Germany muat: 

First--Immediately disarm certain 
of its forces, including the security 
police, 

Second-- Publish’ a proclamation 
asking for the immediate surrender of 
all weapons ond firearms in the hands 
of the civilian population. 

Third—Abolish immediately 
pulsory service, 

Fourth—Surrender to the Allies all 
arms, guns and cxngaon it possesses 
above the limit fixed by the treaty of 
Versailles. 

The allies agree to extend to Oct, 1 
the period provided for the.reduction 
of the reichswehr to 150.000, including 
@ waximum of 10 brigades The Al- 
lies also agree to unother postpone- 
ment, expiring on Jan. 1, 1921, on 
which date the reduction of effectives 
to 100,000, with the exact composition 
and organization provided for by the 
treaty, must be completed. 


SCHOCL AMENDMENT HELO VOID 


Groesbeck Rules Proposal to Abolish 
Private Schaals ts 
Lansing.—Alex J. Groesbeck. Attar- 
ney-General. has advised Coleman C, 
Vaughan, Secretary of State. not to 
place the proposed amendment to 
abolish private schools on the ballot 
Tne Attorney-General, in his opinion, 
gays that the amendment is unconsti- 
tutional; that the state has a right to 
regulate private institutions of learn- 
ing, but “can not go-so far as absol. 
utely to prohibit and destroy them or 
prevent those so desiring fram attend- 
ing them.” 

It is expected that the proponents 
of the amendment wil) take the issue 
to the Supreme Court, which meets 
July 20. 

Mr, Groesbeck says that the courts 
have uniformly held that the guar- 
anties of the Federal Constitution in- 
clude‘the right to be free in the enjoy- 
neat of one’s faculties in all lawful 
ways; to pursue any vocation, profes- 
sion or other lawful calling or liveli- 
hoad. 


PHONE RATE RAISE ALLOWED 


Ilegal, 


Michigan State Given Permission to 
increase Rates in Detroit. 

Lansing.—Asserting the Michigan 
Bell Telephone company must give 
satisfactory service if the corporation 
is to have an increase in rates in De- 
troit, the state public utilities com- 
infssion estahlishes a new policy for 
regulating the rates of public utility 
companies in Michigan, 

The Bell is granted an increase of 
38 per cent in rates for telephone 
service in Detroit, ‘but it is flatly told 
the new rates will only continue in 
force in oase the company renders 
reasonably adequate service and 
makes such improvemeuts in its 
equipment as will allow for an im- 
provement in its service. 

The company asked for an increase 
of 55 per cent and Detroit had urged 
an increase of 26 per cent would be 
sufficient, 

The new rates go into effect Au- 
gust 1.

BAN ON RUSSIAN TRADE LIFTED 


Government Modities Restrictions On 
Dealing With Soviet. 


Washington.—Restrictions on trate 
with soviet Russia have heen remuved 
by the state department except in sv 
far as they pertain to the shipinenis 
of materials susceptible of immediate 
use for war purposes. An individaal 
export license must be obtained for 
the shipment of such materials and it 
was announced that such licenses 
would be granted only in exceptional 
cases. 

dndividual export licenses also wili 
be required for the export to Russia 
of locomotives, railroad material and 
and motor cars and 
component parts 

While taken independently of other 
nations, this action followed exten- 
sive exchanges detween the United 
States, Great Britain and }'rance. 

In announcing its action the state 
department took particular pains 10 
state political recognition. present or 
iuture, of any Russian authority exer- 
cising or claiming to exercise govern- 
mental functions was neither granted 
nor intended. 

It also emphasized that individuals 
or corporations trading with Russia 
would do so on their own responsibil- 
ity and at their own risk as this gov- 
ernment could offer no protection to 
Americans going to Russia or trading 
with Russia. 


DETROIT TO GET MAIL BY PLANE 


Department Plans 
Service to Cleveland. 


Postoffice New 


Washington. Acting under its con- 
struction of the néwe postoffice appro- 
priation law, the postoffice department 
has. advertised for bids for carrying 
inail over three new air routes, in- 
cluding one between Detroit and 
Cleveland, 

The advertisement states the dis- 
tance between the two cities ar ap- 
proximately 95 miles, and provides 
for carrying 1,000 pounds of mail each 
way daily on a Single trip. t'nder the 
designated schedule the mails would 
leave Detroit not later then 7:3) a. m. 
Eastern time, arrive at Cleveland by 
4:30 a, m. On the opposite trip, they 
would leave Cleveland 5 a. m., arriv- 
ing in Detroit by 7 a. m. 

The service is to begin November 
15, 1920, and she contract ts for the 
term of one year thereafter. 


POLES TOLD TO WITHDRAW ARMY 


Ailies Promise, Help If They Rettre 
to Own Borders. 


Spa, Belgium.—if the Poles consent 
to retire within the natural frontiers 
of Poland, the Allies will give them 
all possible assistance in event of 
their being attacked by the bolsheviki. 
This announcementn was made here 
Sunday. 

The Allies have sent a proposal to 
the Russian soviet government for an 
armistice on condition that the Poles 
retire within their natural Polish 
frontier. 

It 1s set forth that the armistice 
will be followed by a conference of 
representatives of all the countries 
on the Russian border, and that. if 
the holsheviki attack the Poles within 
these frontiers, the Allies will come 
to the aid of Poland.

Victory Medais For Overseas Men. 

Washington—Diatribution of 4,766,- 
000 Victory medals to members of the 
army, navy and marine corps who 
were in service hetween April 6, 1917, 
and Nov. 11, 1918, has been started by 
the war department. In addition to 
the medal itself the war department 
has authorized the issuance of 13 “‘com- 
bat or major operation clasps” and a 
“defensive sector clasp” to be worn 
on the ribbon with the medal and five 
overseas clasps for troops not entitled 
to the battle insigna. ‘

economic and industrial Justice and ad- 
varice, and purposes to resume the great 
work of transiaung these principles into 
effective laws, begun and curried far by 
the Democratic administration and inter- 
rupted only when the war claimed ali the 
nauonsal energies for the single tisk of 
victory, 


League of Nations. 


The Democratic party favors the 
League of Nations as the surest, If not 
the only, practicable means of maintain- 
ing the permanent peace of the world 
and termiwating the insufferable burden 
of greut military and nuval establish- 
nietts, it was for Ung that America 
broke away from traditional Isulation and 
Spent her blvod and treasure to crusb a 
cclossal scheme of conquest.

Thase who labor have rights 
and the national security and safety 
depend upon a just recognition of 
those rights and the conservation of 
the strength of the workers and their 
families in the interest of sound- 
hearted and sound-headed men, wom- 
en and children. Laws regulating 
hours. of jabor and conditions under 
which labor ts performed, when passed 
in recognition of the conditions under 
which life must be lived to attain the 
hichest development and happiness, are 
just assertions of the nationa} interest 
in the welfare of the people. 

At the same time the nation de- 
pends upon the products of labor; a 
cessation of production means Joss and, 
it Yong continued. disaster. The whole 
people, therefore, have a right to in- 
sist that justice shall be done to those 
who work. and in turn that those 
whose labor creates the necessities 
upon. which the life uf the nation de- 
pends must recognize the reciprocal 
obligation between the worker and the 
state. 

They should participate in the form- 
ulation of sound laws and regulations 
governing the conditions under which 
labur is performed. recognize and obey 
the laws xo formulated and seek their 
amendment when necessary by rhe 
processes ordinarily addressed to the 
Jaws and regulations affecting the 
other relations of life. 

Labor as well as capital, Is entitled 
to axlequate compensatign. Each has 
the indefeasthle right of organization 
of collective bargaining and of speak- 


ing threueh representatives of their 
own selection, 

Neither class, however, should at 
any time sor tn any clreumetanaces 
take action that with put in jeopardy 
the public welfare. Resurt to strikes 
nnd lockvouts whieh endanger the 
henlth or lives of the people js an 


unsatisfactory device for determining 
assputes, und the Democratic party

The Railroads. 


The railroads were subjected to fed- 
eral control a8 a war measure withou 
other {dea than the awift transport 
troups, munitions and supplies. When 
human life and national hopes were at 
stake, profits could not be considered, 
and were not. Federal operation, how- 
ever, was marked by an intelligence 
and efficiency that minimized joss and 
resulted in many and marked reforms. 
The eguipment taken over was not 
only grossly inadequate, but shame- 
fully outworn. Unification practices 
overcame these initial handicups and 
provided udditions, betterments and 
improvements. Economies enabled op- 
eration without the rate raises that 
prtvate control would have found 
necessary, and labor was treated 
with an exact justice that secured the 
enthusiastic co-operation that victory 
demanded. The fundamental purpose 
of federal cantrol was achieved fully 
and splendidly, and at’ far lesa cust 
to the taxpayer than would have 
been the case under private operatiun. 
Investments in railroad properties were 
not only saved by gavernment operation, 
but gevernment management returned 
these properties vastly improved in ev- 
ery physical and executive detall. A great 
task was greatly discharged. 

The president's recommendation of re- 
turn to private ownership gave the Re- 
publican majority a full year in which 
to enact the necessary legislation. The 
house took six months ta formulate its 
ideas and another six months was con- 
sumed by the Republican senate In equal- 
ly vague debate. As a consequence, the 
Esch-Cumming bil] went tno the president 
in the closing hours of ‘congress, and he 
was forced to a choice between the chaos 
of a veto and acquiescence in the meas- 
ure submitted, however grave may have 
been his objectiona to it. 

There should be a fair and complete 
test of the Jaw until careful and mature 
aclion by congress may cure its defects 
and insure a thoroughly effective trans- 
portation system under private owner- 
ship without government subsidy at the 
expense of the taxpayers of the country. 

Improved Highways. 

Improved roads are of vital importance 
not only to commerce and industry but 
also to agricultural life. The federal road 
act of 1916, enacted by a Democratic von- 
gress, represented the first systematic ef- 
fort of the government to insure the 
bullding of an adequate system of roads 
in this country. The act, as amended, has 
resulteg !n placing the movement for im- 
proved highways in a progressive and 
substantial basis in every state in the 
Union and in bringing under actual con- 
struction more than 12,00 miles of roads 
suited to the traffic needs of the com- 
munities In which they are located,

Rural Free Delivery. 

Inasmuch as the postal service hag been 
extended by the Democratic party to the 
door of practically every producer and 
every consumer tn the country (rural free 
delivery alone having been provided for 
6.000,0 additional patrons within the past 
elght years without material added cost), 
we declare that this instrumentality can 
and will be used to the maximum of Its 
capacity to improve the efficiency of dis- 
tribution and reduce the cost of living to 
consumerfs and increasing the profitable 
operations of producers 

Merchant Marine. 


We desire to congratulate the American 
people upon the rebirth of our merchant 
marine, which once more maintains its 
former place In the world, It was under 
a Democratic administration that this 
was accomplished after seventy years of 
Indifference ‘and neglect, 33,000,000) tons 
having been constructed since the act 
was passed jn 1916. We pledge the policy 
of our party to the continued growth of 
our merchant marine under proper legis- 
lation so that American products will be 
carried to all ports of the world by ves- 
sels built in American yards, flying the 
American flag. 

Inland Waterways,

Mary's college to enter the Revolu- 
tion, Manroe remained {n the public 
service unt{l 1825, when he retires 
from ‘the White House a wrinkled. 
care bent, impoverished old man. Iu 
those 49 years, he had been a minor 
military officer under Washington; re-

peatedly a member of the legislature, 
a member of the Continental congress 
and of the national senate; twice goy- 
ernvor of Virginia; minister to France. 
England and Spain; secretary of state 
and war at the same tine and finally 
president for two terms, 

Without wealth or family Influence. 
with a slow, commonplace mind, with 
no gifts as a speaker; with a modest 
awkward presence and plain, unpol- 


| 
ished manners, this very ordinary man 


plodded up the ladder of ambition tu 
its topmost rung. How? By sheer 
force of his rugged, courageous, in- 
dadustrious, honest, loyal character—a 
triumph of the homely virtues. 
Although he failed in some of his 
most Important tasks, Monroe's fall- 
ures were forgiven because they were 
honest mistakes. The ridicute and the 
disgrace brought upon him by the most 


spectacular episode of his undramatic | 


life would have buried forever a man 
more brilliant and leas sincere, 

This remarkable scene was enacted 
on the highly theatrical stage of the 
national convention 
after the Relgn of Terror and the fall 
of Robespierre, when France was the 
outcast among nations, At that mo- 
ment, Monroe appeared as the envoy 
of the only sister republic and, to let 
all the world see that the Revolution 
had at least one friend left on earth, 
the president of the convention melo- 
dramatically folded the rustic Virgin- 
Jan in his arms. 

After two years, he was recalled for 
his zeal, and came home in a rage of 
indignation, Passing by the gate of 
Mount .Vernon without paying his re- 
spects to Washington, he paid them 
instead in §00 pages which he pub- 
lished in defense of himself and in de 
nunclation of the administration. Nev- 
ertheless, the discredited diplomat was 
sent to Paris again by President Jef- 
ferson in a few years, when he came 
away covered with success, and with 
the treaty for the purchase of Loulsi- 
Ana under his arm by a fitting prelude 
to the Monroe doctrine, 20 years tater. 

There is a most Interesting souve- 
nir of Monroe in Parts. Like Madi- 
sen, he had fallen fn love while a 
member of congress and had married 
Elizabeth Kortright of New York. Two 
children having been born to them, 
one of the girls was placed tn the fa- 
mous French school of Mme. Campan, 
where she formed a friendship with 
Hortense Beauharnals that outlasted 
the many vicissitudes of Josephine’s 
daughter,

LAST OF THE VIRGINIANS 


1817—James Monroe, inaugu- 
rated fifth president, aged 
fifty-eight.

Moe administration was 
the most serene and yet one of 
the most importaut periods in the life 
of the nation. It was an elght years 
crowded with glorious and lasting vic- 
tories of peace, such victories as 
swords never can win.’ 

By a mere exchange of notes be 
tween the United States and England, 
those two jealous neighbors pledged 
themselves to disarm forever on the 
great lakes, By a common-sense busi- 
ness transaction, Fiorida, which was 
of little use to Spain, but of much 
use to the United States, was bought 
over the counter In 1820, a peaceable 
conquest’ that ranks only second to 
the Louisiana purchase. By a civil no- 
tice to the old world, in .1823, the 
whole new world was set aside under 
the Monroe doctrine as an immense 
preserve of international peace. By 
give-and-take in the Missouri compro- 
mise in 1820, North and South were 
bound together anew, though with 
false ties, 

Monroe's twa terms cover what is 
known as the “era of good feelings.” 
The old Federalist party haying given 
‘up the ghost, he succeeded to the pres- 
‘ideney as the last of the Virginia dy- 
‘nasty almost as easily as an heir ap- 
“parent receives the crown of bis fa- 
i ther. 


Yet that “era of good feellag” 
lreally was filled with many bitter 
‘feelings aroused by personal ambi- 
‘tlons and the quarreis of factions. 


‘But Monrve formed one of the strong- 
‘est cabinets in history, and, with John 
‘Quiney Adams, Willlam 4. Crawford, 
Jehn C. Calhoun and William Wirt 
among its members, he succeeded tn 
reconciling to his administration the 
‘most divergent clements. In his de- 
.sire for harmony, he would also have 
‘ Ineluded Henry Clay and Andrew 
‘Jackson, hur they declined, 

One day the British minister glared 
‘across the White House dinner table 
‘and shouted to the French minister: 
"Are you biting your nalls at me, 
‘sir?’ The Frenchman responded 
by drawing his sword, and the two 
‘diplomats rushed at each other. But 
'as they were about to clash, the pres- 
[ident drew his own sword between 
them and stopped the fight. 
| That little incident gives us 4 ple- 
‘ture of the spirit of Monroe and his 
‘administration, While he was in the 
| White House, men and factions had 
{to leave their quarrels at the door. , 
| The quiet, modest president was not 
iso successful in keeping the peace 
jamong the women of the official cir- 
i cle, and their disputes over social rank 
iand precedence brewed many squalls. 
i Although Jim Monroe, as he was 
jfamiliarly called, was the last presi- 
j cng to the ancient knee

breeches, cockade and sword, he was 
as plain and easy as an old shoe. 
When a newly arrived Euraqpean 
diplomat saw a bald-headed, watery- 
eyed man In a striped seersucker 
coat, a dirty’ waistcoat spotted with 
ink and with slippers down at the 
heel writing at a White House desk, 
he wondered that the president 
would have such a slovenly clerk un- 
til he was dumfounded to find that 
he was tn the presence of the president 
himeelf, 

In the six years that remained to 
Monroe after retiring from the presi- 
dency, he set himself, as an ex-preri- 
dent. a high standard of conduct. 
Having received the supreme honor 
at the hands of all the people, he felt 
that hig name belonged to them and 
he refused to lend It to any candidate 
or any party. 

feeble and alone after the death 
of his wife, Monroe sold Oak Hill, 
his Virginia farm, in the closing 
months of hts life. With the feeling 
of an exile, the last of the Virginians 
left his native state to live with a son- 
in-taw in New York city, where he 
died on July 4, 1831.

The fuet that the owner of 
the sires is willing tu buy the heifer 
calves hred from his purebred bulls is 
an jndication of the incrensed profits 
that may be realized: by the owner of 
a serub or grade herd when he has put 
a purebred sire nt its head. It shows 
that the value of the progeny of a 
purebred sire and a grade dam is so 
well established in the minds of the 
best informed among breeders that 
they are willing to pay a much higher 
rate for this progeny than for a calf 
with grade parents in both the sire 
and the dam. It further lustrates 
the rapidity of improvement in a herd 
which has a purebred sire at its head.

CONGRESS RESPONDS TO.CALL 


Legion te Successful in Obtaining Pas 
sage of Two Measures Impor- 
tant to Maimed Heroes. , 

Appropriations of $48,000,000 for 
hospitalization of disabled discharged 
ex-service persons and $120,000,000 for 
vocational trainiug for maimed heroes 
of the world war have been obtained 
trem congress to date through the ef- 
forts of the American Legion, accord- 
ing to a report recently received at 
Legion national headquarters from 
Thomas W. Miller, chairman of the 
organization’s national legislative com- 
mittee in Washington. 

“The sundry civil bill,” the report 
reads, “carried an appropriation of 
$90,000,000 to be expended by the fed- 
eral board for vocational education. 
and Jt Is the bellef of this committee 
that the board will be able, in the near 
future, to render more efficlent dil- 
versified service to all of our disabled 
comrades,” 

The committee previously had ob- 
tained from congress a $30,000,000 ap- 
propriation, which, together with the 
Legion's co-operative plan for round- 
ing up ellgibles and for assisting the 
federal hoard In placing them in train- 
{ng, had gone far toward remedying 
conditions which {nduced the Legion 


to institute a congressional investiga- . 


tion resulting {n sweep{ng reforms. 

The report is a summary of recent 
activities of the committee in its ef- 
forts to carry out the Legion's pro- 
gram of beneficial legislation as out- 
ined ‘at the Minneapolis convention 
jast year, Among others, It cites the 
following provisions embodied in vari- 
ous measures recently adopted: 

All disabled personnel still in hos- 
pitals may continue to travel on fur- 
lough at a one-cent rate per mile. 

A}! men now Ip receipt of hospital- 
ization from the United States public 
health service will be entitled to pur- 
chase quartermaster supplies from 
the government at cost. 

The compensation originally allowed 
vocational hoard students was $30 a 
month, The Legion induced congress 
to increase this to $80 a month, and 
the recent passage of the Darrow bill 
fixes their allowance at $100 a month 
during the perlod of training. with ad- 
ditional allowances for married men.
